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BIBLE 
Admired: In Japan the Bible has become 
an admired and respected book. Writing 
in the Bulletin of the United Bible So- 
cieties, the Rev. Mr. Myakoda, general 
secretary of UBS, said recently: “The 
Japanese are a highly literate people, 
and often go to the many bookshops of 
the country to get something to read. 
The Bible is becoming the book of the 
people and the feeling that it is a ‘foreign 
book’ is disappearing. Big daily news- 
papers such as the Mainichi, the Asahi 
and the Yomiuri, which print more than 
three million copies daily, never hesitate 
about giving space to the Bible, and have 
been introducing the Scriptures to the 
public. The Bible was placed by some 
newspapers at the head of classical 
literature. Last summer an _ extensive 
article on the Bible appeared in the 
newspaper Yomiuri, the writer being a 
professor of Tokyo University. He recom- 
mended the Bible as a priority for any 
young person who sincerely wished to 
take a step in the knowledge of world 
literature.” G 
The Sunday Mainichi recently dis- 
tributed a questionnaire to 30 prominent 
scholars and writers, asking for a list 
of books to be recommended to the pub- 
lic. Among the questions were “What 
one book would you take if you were 
stranded on a lonely island?” Eight out 
of 30 replied that they would choose the 
Bible. 


Uncovered: A voluminously illustrated 
and illuminated Bible manuscript on 
parchment (see photo below), completed 
in 1290, has been uncovered in one of 
Russia’s libraries. It has been brought 
to the U.S. and is now in the archives of 
New York University. 

The manuscript, together with a 
microfilmed library of 4,000 manuscripts 
of rare Hebraic documents, was brought 
to the U.S. by Prof. Abraham I. Katsh 
on his recent return from Russia where 


he set up a two-way exchange—books 
from the U.S. in exchange for microfilms 
from the Soviet Union. 

The material already acquired by Prof 
Katsh in several visits to libraries jn 
Budapest, Kiev and Moscow contain 
according to Mr. Katsh, “material for 
1,000 Ph.D. theses.” 


Memorized: Statistics released early in 
October revealed that more people tha: 
ever before in the history of the Bibl 
Memory Association completed the pre- 
scribed course in 1958. Some 7,851 
sons—73 per cent of the 10,702 enrolled 
—committed a staggering number of 
Scripture verses to memory. Of those 
completing the course for the current 
year, 4.999 were youth contestants, 2.852 
were adults. In all 3,642 persons were 
rewarded with one or more weeks in one 
of the six BMA summer camps. 

Top honors went to Elaine Thomas of 
Dallas, Tex., who distinguished herself 
once again by reciting perfectly in every 
detail—and at one time—a total of 1.365 
Bible verses and references within the 
framework of eight BMA Memory Work 
Books.

When my husband and I were in our 
first pastorate in Western Pennsylvania, 
we saw how a simple Christmas deco- 
ration influenced an entire town. Each 
Christmas there was a friendly spirit of 
competition among the merchants to see 
who could have the prettiest and the 
most original Christmas decoration in 
their store windows. 

An elder in our church asked to borrow 
a large picture of Sallman’s “Head of 
Christ” to use in his store window. We 
gladly lent it to him and anxiously 
waited to see how it would be used. When 
I finally saw it I was filled with disap- 


pointment. 

“How could they have done so little?” 
I thought. I had expected the usual 
decorated trees, the Christmas balis, 


greenery, beautifully wrapped gifts, etc. 
Yet there were only two things in that 
large window—the picture of the head 
of Christ, and a large Bible opened to 
Luke 2 in front of it. Both were placed on 
two tiers covered with white satin. Then, 
as I stood there, I was suddenly filled 
with shame and conviction. Why, this 
was the true meaning of Christmas— 
Christ given to the world, as revealed in 
God’s Word! 


It wasn’t long before I found out that 
many other people had been affected th 
same way that I had been. Since then 
I have never decorated without thinking 
how decorations can be a witness to the 
true meaning of Christmas. 

We have a little candle lighting service 
in our family on Christmas Eve. We have 
a large white candle touched with red t 
represent Christ. The white stands fo; 
His purity and deity, and the red for the 
blood He shed on the cross for 
salvation. We light the candle to reminc 
us that Christ said, “I am the light oj 
the world, he that believeth on me shal| 
not walk in darkness but shall have the 
light of life” (John 8:12). 

We have four candles—red, yellow 
black and white—to represent the races 
of the world. The four of us in our fam- 
ily each take a candle and light it at the 
candle that stands for Christ, giving a 
verse as we do. Then we all say, “Ye 
shall be witnesses unto me both in Jeru- 
salem, and in all Judea, and in Samaria, 
and unto the uttermost part of the 
earth” (Acts 1:8b). And, “Go ye into al! 
the world, and preach the gospel to every 
creature” (Mark 16:15). 

As Christian parents we pray these 
candles will so impress the hearts of our 
girls that they are responsible to take the 
knowledge of Christ to the people of the 
world that God will call one or both of 
them to be “full time” witnesses for Him 
People who visit our home often inquire 
about this group of candles, and this 
gives us an opportunity to give them the 
gospel.

This squalling bit of humanity, bare- 
ly three months old, could be ours if we 
wished, the adoption case worker told 
us. 

“She’s just perfect!” was my wife’s 
spontaneous reaction when we _ had 
driven her home and tucked her into her 
crib. 

I was so awed I could hardly speak! 

Now as we look back to the day we 
met our adopted daughter, Debra Ann, 
the entire experience carries an aura of 
splendor and joyousness that is difficult 
to describe. One day our home was empty 
and echoed with a tomb-like stillness. 
The next we had thrust out on an excit- 
ing new life punctuated by diapers, 
baby bottles, inoculations and endless 
midnight walking-of-the-floor. 

We had joined an elite corps. Like 
some 90,000 other American couples who 
tread the same enchanted ground each 
year, an adopted child had come to share 
our home. 


+ THE story had its beginnings some 
years ago when the doctors told us that 
we could have no children of our own. 
The verdict hit us like a sledge hammer. 
In common with most married people 
we wanted—intensely—some little ones 
on whom to shed our overflow of love 
and companionship. And the prospect 
of a childless future loomed cheerless 
indeed. 

We applied for a baby, therefore, to 
the Evengelical Welfare Agency in 
Chicago. While they made no promises, 
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they told us that every effort would be 
made to find a child that matched us 
as much as possible in physical charac- 
teristics and personality traits. We went 
through a careful investigation that 
probed every facet of our lives from our 
finances to our home life to our religious 
faith. Nothing, it seemed, was left un- 
covered. 

The next few months ground by slowly. 
We began to wonder whether the room 
we had reserved for the baby would ever 
be filled. Finally, however, the day came 
when we met our baby or, more impor- 
tant, when she met us. 

We were assured that the agency 
would attempt in two or three years to 
provide us another. Then imagine our 
jubilation when, twenty six months after 
Debbie’s arrival, a little brother came to 
join her—also by adoption. We named 
him Jeffrey Carl. 

The most striking thing about our 
children is the way they complement 
each other. Debbie, fair-haired and erect 
has a way of suddenly throwing her head 
back and laughing for the sheer pleasure 
of it. Her energy is boundless. And she 
loves Sunday school. After she sang her 
first solo in class a few weeks ago, a 
shaky and shrill effort, she bounced up 
to me in the hall. “Daddy,” she exclaim- 
ed, “I sang for Jesus today!” 

Jeffrey, now six months old, is more 
on the contemplative side. After his bot- 
tle he will lie on the couch and study 
the breathless cavortings of his sister. 
What, he seems to want to know, is all 
the fuss about? 

Oh, there are times when the angel- 
shine wears a bit thin, when they frazzle 
our nerves and stretch our patience to 





the breaking point. And in times like 
these we’d be willing, as my wife says 
with exasperation, to trade both young- 
sters in for a pair of turnips. But then 
we understand parents with their “own” 
children have days and nights like these 
too! 

I describe our little ones not because 
they are different from millions of other 
children—for they are not—but to indi- 
cate that adoption, second-hand parent- 
hood if you want to call it that, has 
brought to our home the full measure of 
family happiness. 


+ My wife and I were fortunate, won- 
derfully fortunate—and we know it. We 
sought children to adopt and our prayers 
were answered. 

But what about couples not so fortu- 
nate? What about the 700,000 other 
couples who wait for a phone call from 
the child-placement agency—and never 
hear? 

Eight out of nine couples who apply 
for children in our country must face the 
grim fact: for them there will be no 
little one. 

Most of us have friends who say some- 
thing like this: “We want to adopt chil- 
dren. But we have tried agency after 
agency. We’re getting nowhere. And soon 
we'll be too old.” 

Can anything be done for people like 
this? 

The answer is not easily found. Anyone 
who looks into child care procedures as 
I did is confronted immediately by 4 
brambie-patch of charges and counter- 
charges. 

Some people insist that man-made 
barriers stand between children hunger- 
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Some 90,000 Americans join the family of adoptive parents each year. 


But 700,000 couples each year never hear from the child-placement agency. Why? 


ing for home and family and adults 
wanting children to adopt—that barriers 
are kept high by stifling laws, self-vested 
interests and neglectful relatives. 

Others deplore these’ attacks. They 
describe social agencies as doing the best 
they can with the limited funds and 
leadership at their disposal. 

There are seven questions, in partic- 
ular, that you hear most frequently, and 
which bring into focus the true status 
of our child care and adoptive institu- 
tions. Here are the questions and the 
answers as I found them. 


1. Why must we have orphanages when 
there are nine waiting adoptive couples 
jor every adoptive child? 

This question was raised by novelist 
Pearl Buck in a national magazine some 
years ago and blew up a storm of debate. 
Mrs. Buck charged that most children in 
institutions could be made available for 
adoption, but because parents selfishly 
refuse to loose them the flow of children 
to waiting parents is slowed to a trickle. 
Someone should slice away the red tape, 
she insisted, and free these youngsters. 

The true picture according to the 
Child Welfare League of America (recog- 
nized everywhere as the standard-setting 
agency in the adoptive field) is this: 
There are about 100,000 children in in- 
stitutions in our country. Less than three 
percent are full orphans, that is, have 
neither of their natural parents alive. 
Over half of these 100,000 are there 
because of temporary problems at home 
~—illness or economic hardship, for in- 
stance—and are reunited with their par- 
ents after an average stay of less than 
three years. 
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These fifty or sixty thousand you 
obviously cannot regard as candidates 
for adoption. The others—most of them— 
are in institutions because they would 
not fit into a home, regardless of how 
well-intentioned the adoptive parents 
are. Many of these children are feeble- 
minded, others are mentally ill, some 
have serious behavior problems. What 
they require is the controlled care and 
supervision of trained workers in an 
institution, not adoptive homes. 


2. Then are there no children in or- 
phanages and foster homes because of 
bad laws? 

Yes, there are—some. Studies in Cali- 
fornia and New York, for example, in- 
dicate that twelve to eighteen percent of 
older children in foster care could be 
freed for adoption if administrators were 
able to cut through a maze of legal bar- 
riers imbedded in their state laws. 

These barriers can be removed. but 
only by assiduous work on the part of our 
lawmakers. New uniform statutes must 
be created—statutes which cross. state 
and county lines and which will free 
some of these prisoners of legal mumbo- 
jumbo and move them into the arms of 
waiting parents. 


3. Is it true that some orphanages re- 
fuse to release children because if they 
did they would have to close their doors 
and throw caretakers and cooks out of 
work? In other words, are some orphan- 
ages maintained for purely selfish rea- 
sons? 

Here it would be easy to portray the 
average child care official as a heartless 
individual whose heavy hand holds little 


ones in imprisonment. This indictment 
however, is uncalled for. Most orphan- 
ages are run honorably and with reason- 
able efficiency. An occasional case of 
misconduct cannot be made to character- 
ize the entire field. Few orphanages 
have endowments sufficient to support 
them. Most, in fact, must struggle to keep 
financially afloat. 


4. Is religion a strong force in keeping 
children from being adopted? 

The answer is no. While it is true 
that about one third of our states re- 
quire by law that children be placed in 
homes of their own religion—and states 
without this law generally follow the 
custom as an unwritten statute—this 
does not mean some children go un- 
adopted. The reason is easily found. 
There are simply so many couples wait- 
ing to adopt that every adoptable child 
readily finds a home. There are six 
Catholic couples, for example, for every 
available child and ten Protestant fami- 
lies for every available child. The figure 
for the Jewish faith is even higher. 

The only exception to this applies to 
non-white children. There is an ex- 
treme shortage of adoptive homes for 
non-white children of all faiths. A num- 
ber of agencies—two of them in Califor- 
nia—are experimenting with methods 
for placing these children. Many of these 
youngsters are good adoptive risks in 
health and intelligence, and many are 
only partly non-white. 


5. Why is there so much red tape involv- 
ed in adopting a child? 

Some agencies get unnecessarily bogged 
down in procedural operations. This is a

fact that even the Child Welfare League 
concedes. They have on a number of 
occasions admonished welfare officials, 
wherever possible, to streamline their 
machinery and hasten the release of 
children to qualified homes. 

But they warn that in this speed-up 
one thing must remain clear: adoption 
always will be time-consuming. The rea- 
son is simple. Children are human 
beings, not bundles of merchandise. They 
cannot be tossed over the counter like 
bags of apples. Their placement must be

6. Do child-placement agencies discrim- 
inate against couples who hold views 
against tobacco, alcoholic beverages, soc- 
ial dancing and that sort of thing? 

In some cases, yes. It is difficult to 
comprehend how an agency would allow 
case workers on their staff so mediocre 
and inexperienced that they will walk in- 
to a home and say to an applying couple

(as one did to a couple with whom I 
talked): “In every way you qualify for 
a child, but your aversion to tobacco and 
alcoholic beverages indicates a lack of 
adjustment to social graces. We must 
turn your application down.” 

But blunders like this do not happen 
often. Doubtless many couples, disap- 
pointed in their quest for a little one and 
“reason” for their rejection, 
hastily conclude that the explanation 
must be religious bias when actually 
this may not be the case at all. 

It is likely, furthermore, that 
agencies in their top-level policy do not 
approve of such practices, as_ several 
agency officials took great pains to em- 
phasize to me.

7. Can anything be done to improve upon 
adoption procedures? 

Of course it can. Social workers and 
civic leaders who honestly want to give 
our homeless children and childless cou- 
ples a better break and who have given 
this matter a good deal of study have 
recently come up with some valuable 
suggestions. Although they do not agree 
in all respects, their combined contribu- 
tions, if followed, would go far toward 
revitalizing the adoption picture. 

They say, first that child care must be 
removed from the shadows and thrust 
into the full searchlight of public study. 
In our communities we must go out and 
find precisely how many children are 
kept in institutions, how may could be 
placed in permanent adoptive homes if 
there were no barriers, what these bar- 
riers are, and how they can be removed. 

The advice of competent professionals 
must be sought. Those who know the 
nature of the problem must be deter- 
mined and outspoken about it. Where 
public agencies have thrown up a road- 
block against Christian couples—and 
where all efforts to remedy this problem 
have proved fruitless—churches and pas- 
tors must pool their resources and estab- 
lish agencies to serve their people. 

Next, young people must be urged 
strongly to enter social work, especially 
those young people who demonstrate 
aptitudes for this type of endeavor. It is 
a discouraging fact that far too few per- 
sons train for careers in this field. Yet 
the need for professional workers never 
was higher. There are fifteen jobs for 
every trained worker, we are told. Some 
agencies must carry caseloads as large 
as two hundred per worker! No wonder 
that no more than superficial care can be 
given many children. 
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Why do young people hesitate to enter 
social work? The reason cannot be eco- 
nomic. Salaries, when correlated to edu- 
cation and experience, are in most in- 
stances not below those for other white- 
collar professions, and marginal benefits 
are said to be usually better than aver- 
age. 

If it is an exciting career that young 
people want, what could be more exciting 
than to have a hand, day in and day out, 
in the transporting of babies and young 
children from an empty-lived existence 
to the fireside warmth of permanent 
homes all their own—or helping them 
through foster care to repair the sham- 
bles of damaged lives? 

There are the unwed mothers and 
parents in broken homes, byproducts of 
this ugly problem, who cry too for the 
lifting hand of compassion and under- 
standing.

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youth leaders of all kinds must play up 
the drama of careers in social work. 
Women, married young and their chil- 
dren grown, can be urged to enter this 
field also. 

The number of babies born out of 
wedlock in this country leaped from 
87,000 in 1938 to 150,300 in 1952—and who 
knows how high the figure is today? This 
means that the demand for social work- 


ers will rise in the years ahead, not 
diminish. 
There is a final and familiar head- 


ache that plagues most child care agen- 
cies—money. 

“Literally hundreds of children’s insti- 
tutions are so inadequately financed that 
they are completely unequipped to do a 
Satisfactory piece of work,” says Joseph 
H. Reid, director of the Child Welfare 
League. “Public apathy and lack of 
funds,” he adds, “is our basic problem.” 

Good child care is not cheap. And we 


SHALL long remember the kindness of

So many examples come to mind. The 
past spring, for example, when in the 
time of dread illness life and health 
trembled in the shadows of the long 
balance.

So 
I am quite clear as to what I shall do. 
First thing in the morning, I shall go 
down to the local five-and-dime store 
and to the counter where the most inex- 
pensive cards are sold.

Are there child care agencies crippled 
by public unconcern and lethargy? 

Are there childless couples who hunger 
for the cry of a little one? 

What can we do to help? 

These are questions we all must an- 
swer.

UNO YOU 


EW if any passages in the Bible are 

more familiar or loved than the 

Christmas story from Luke. In this 

remarkable passage, the Holy Spirit 
has recorded the greater part of what 
God has chosen to reveal about the birth 
of the Lord Jesus Christ. 

Only one other Gospel, that of 
Matthew, records events in connection 
with the divine birth. There, as one 
would expect in a gospel presenting our 
Lord as King, we are given the majesti- 
cally royal circumstances of His birth: 
the formal inquiry by distinguished for- 
eigners at the court of King Herod, the 
role of a star so new in the heavens 
that its very uniqueness startled men 
who scanned the skies, the presenta- 
tion of gifts such as no babe of humble 
origin ever received, the hatred of King 
Herod, and the flight into exile in re- 
sponse to a direct warning from heaven. 

Luke, however, as the Holy Spirit's 
instrument for presenting the Lord Jesus 
Christ as the Son of Man, chooses vastly 
different details of His birth. We are 
told of a birth in a stable, and of a 
heavenly announcement to a group of 
simple sheep herders. Thus the birth 
Luke pictures, in spite of the remarkable

events recorded in Luke 1, is a lowly 
one, in many respects a very human 
entrance into the fallen human race. 

The Luke record should remind us 
that the birth of our Lord involved a 
voluntary emptying of Himself which 
was no less a part of the price of man’s 
redemption than the work on Calvary. 
The Son of God is stepping down from 
the glory of Heaven to take His place 
in the ranks of men. Only as He becomes 
one of them can He bear their sins. 

What a long and costly step this was! 
“Forasmuch as the children are 
partakers of flesh and blood, he also 
himself likewise took part of the same” 
(Heb. 2:14). With this basic fact in 
view let us examine not only what the 
Holy Spirit through Luke tells us con- 
cerning the manner of His coming into 
the family of men but also the way in 
which these facts are presented. 

A careful reading of this chapter shows 
that the first seven verses are concerned 
with the circumstances of the birth itself 
—the time, the place, the details. The 
remaining thirteen verses (vv. 8-20) de- 
scribe the announcement of the birth to 
the shepherds and the meaning to them 
as representatives of the race whom 
Christ came to redeem. 


+ At the outset we are reminded that 


... a Saviour! 


the events we are about to examine took 
place “in those days” (v. 1): that is, at 
the time of the happenings described in 
the preceding chapter. God’s own time 
for accomplishing redemption had come. 
Everything was in readiness. In perfect 
order the events began to follow one 
another: the annunciation of the birth 
of John the Baptist (1:8-20); the an- 
nouncement to Mary of the coming birth 
of our Lord (1:26-38); the birth and 
naming of John, the forerunner (1:57- 
64). Now the time for the advent of our 
Lord Himself had come. 

At the outset the carefully documented 
record reminds us that we are dealing 
with facts attested by history. “And it 
came to pass in those days, that there 
went out a decree from Caesar Augustus 
that all the world should be taxed” 
(see v. 1). 

The word “taxed” we are told is more 
accurately translated “enrolled,” as in 
the American Standard Version. This 
decree involved not the collection of a 
tax but the census preliminary to col- 
lection. Throughout most of the Roman 
Empire it was carried out in the Roman 
manner at each person’s place of resi- 
dence. Among the Jews, out of deference 
to their traditions, it was carried out at 
the town to which each family originally 
belonged. 
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In all this we see the hand of God 
working quietly but surely to bring about 
another detail in the fulfillment of 
prophecy concerning Christ’s coming. 
Some 700 years before, the prophet 
Micah had declared that the Messiah 
would be born in Bethlehem, the city of 
David. “But thou, Bethlehem Ephratah, 
though thou be little among the thou- 
sands of Judah, yet out of thee shall he 
come forth unto me that is to be ruler 
in Israel; whose goings forth have been 
from of old, from everlasting’ (Micah 
5:2). This was in keeping with the 
promise God had made to King David 
(II Sam. 7:16) and to which the angel 
Gabriel had referred in announcing the 
birth to Mary (Luke 1:31-33). But Mary 
and Joseph were residents of Nazareth 
(Luke 1:26; 2:4), approximately sixty- 
five miles away! What could possibly 
bring them to make the long journey to 
the city of David, especially at a time 
so difficult? In Rome Augustus makes his 
decree, and Joseph and Mary set out 
on the wearisome journey to Bethlehem, 
there to keep God’s appointment. 

For the many affected (v. 3) and for 
Mary and Joseph especially, God’s provi- 
dence may have been hard to understand. 
Why should this added burden be laid 
upon them at such a time? And yet, this 
necessary difficulty was God’s provision, 
and together Mary and Joseph must 
have praised Him for His leading, as they 
saw more clearly later. 

We can trust God to bring no needless 
hardship into our lives or to add no 


purposeless burden. He does not move 


capriciously or without our good in view. 


And we like Mary and Joseph will surely 


rejoice as we one day see the pattern 
and purpose with which He has guided 
our lives. 


+ Tuus the mother of our Lord came to 
Bethlehem with Joseph. “And so it was, 


that, while they were there, the days 


were accomplished that she should be 


| delivered. And she brought forth her 











first-born son, and wrapped him in swad- 
dling clothes, and laid him in a manger; 
because there was no room for them in 


the inn” (vv. 6, 7). 


How briefly, almost starkly is the story 
told! “A manger ...no room... in 
the inn.” There is more than symbolism 
here. Circumstances may have closed the 
inn door to the travelers from Nazareth 
that night, but the events of the follow- 
ing years were to show all too plainly 
that the unregenerate world has no place 
for a Saviour. In the space of a few short 
years, Israel, the nation which should 
have welcomed her Redeemer and Mes- 
siah, closed door after door against Him 
until finally He hung despised and re- 
jected on a cross. “The world cannot hate 


| you; but me it hateth, because I testify 


of it, that the works thereof are evil”

Of course everything will be different 
tomorrow—and it was a_ wonderful 
Chrigtmas! But right now we’re seeing 
something in the home that is happening 
every day of the year on a much larger 
scale throughout the country. 

Watch your own children this Christ- 
mas and if you have any doubts they'll 
prove to you that you can’t buy happi- 
ness with “things.” And yet most of us 
are being caught up in a stream of 
thinking which values new houses, new 
cars, television, hi-fi, elaborate ap- 
pliances and expensive clothes as es- 
sentials to happiness and satisfaction. 

Christians, no less than others, are 
under constant pressure to join the mad 
scramble for material possessions. In- 
deed the temper of our times is such that 
we are likely to feel poor if we cannot 
instantly buy anything we happen to see 
and want. Each time we see an ad or 
visit a store or watch a TV commercial 
we are expertly presented with new 
things which it would seem we cannot 
possibly afford to do without. 

Some will object that this is life in 
1958—that we must adjust our thinking 
and our habits to today’s standards of 
living. “Anything less would give people 
the wrong impression of the Christian 
life and drive our youngsters away be- 
sides,” those who hold this view will 
argue. 

True, God has not called us to live like 
hermits or ne’er-do-wells. But He has 
called us to a standard of living which 
puts material things in a _ secondary 
place, a standard we can afford, which 
houses, feeds and clothes and educates 
our families on a conservative, down-to- 
earth basis, without selling out to the 
whole galaxy of things which inevitably 
tempt the Christian family. 

A family which manages to live on this 
level in the midst of our present-day 
pursuit of gadgets and luxuries will bear 
a special kind of testimony for Christ. As 
for the young people, they will respect 
such a standard if they are shown that 
there are things more worth while than 
new model cars or personal luxuries. 

And there are some who are swimming 
against the stream by making non- 
materialistic choices. I think especially of 
a family who visited us last spring. 
They took the Lord at His word so lit- 
erally that they sold their beautiful Cali- 
fornia home and used the money for

World Missions to Children. Today their 
own five children Nave a far richer herit- 
age—and more solid satisfaction—than 
could ever have been purchased for them 
here with gadgets and luxuries. 

Not every family will feel led to for- 
sake all as these folks did. But all of us 
should face the facts prepared to make 
such changes as are needed. 


+ First there is the matter of what we 
often pay for luxuries we feel we cannot 
do without. I’m thinking of folk like 
Mrs. Warfield who has a lovely maga- 
zine-cover home, and is glad to have the 
women of the church meet there. But do 
you think she would dare hold a Good 
News Club there for the youngsters of 
her neighborhood? And Mrs. Warfield as 
well as the neighborhood children are 
losing because her home is just too nice Children would rather have more time with Mom and Dad than a lot of presents. Robert 
to use. Then there’s Brother Conover 

who used to bring eight or ten youngsters 

from his neighborhood to Sunday school 

in his battered old Plymouth. Now he has Your new home ought not to be just a ‘picture’’ home. You have to live in it! Devaney 
a brand new Buick—which is much too 
nice to serve as a taxi for boisterous boys 
and girls. 

Since everyone seems to feel that 
“time is money,” it seems harder and 
harder to find folks who can give it. We 
notice this when we have to find volun- 
teers to teach in Sunday school, lead a 
Pioneer Girls’ club, visit the sick or call 
on absentees. More of our men have had 
to take on a second job to pay for the 
lovely houses they live in, so of course 
they’re busy. Often the wives are work- 
ing, too, to the detriment of their chil- 
dren and the family life. 

I know some who seem to have bar- 
tered away their peace of mind for a 
glittering array of new appliances (de- 
luxe models) and a load of monthly pay- 
ments. And there are those like Brother 
Braman who’s building a $30,000 home 
in his spare time, doing all the work 
himself. For the last two years he’s had 
no time to attend prayer meeting, or in 
fact any except Sunday morning services 
(and he sleeps through those). Recently 
his wife confided that private devotions 
and the family altar have also gone by 
the board—all for the sake of the house. 

hink how much that house is costing 
them! 

Such personal tragedies remind me of 
Wordsworth’s sonnet, 
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“The world is too much with us. 

late and soon, 

Getting and spending, we lay waste our 
powers.” 

| Even more apt for us Christians are 
| the words of I John 1:15, “Love not the 
world, neither the things that are in the 
| world ... for the friendship of the world 
is enmity against God.’”’ Of course I know 
that many Christians tend to read that, 
“Love not movies, dancing, cards,” and 
so on, but surely John had a much wider 
application in mind. Actually I think he 
is saying in part: “Love not the comforts, 
the luxuries, the devices and novelties, 
the pleasant food and drink and clothing 
and houses and excitements and recre- 
ations which those about you think are 
so important.” It is loving them, the 
desiring and needing, the “just-gotta- 
have” and the “gimme”’—these are sins 
that creep into one’s life so slyly. 

Yet we know there are many things 
better than money. “Wisdom” and “a 
good name” and “loving favor’ are 
nominated by Solomon, and the “ordi- 
nances of the Lord” by David. Our salva- 
tion is beyond price, and so is the daily 
presence of the Lord. Christian fellow- 
ship and the companionship of dear 
friends; the growth and maturing of a 
child’s mind and spirit; the happiness of 
the family group: money can’t buy any 
of these, but the pursuit of money can 
destroy them. 


+ THERE is the real heart of the problem 
—not in the amount of money we earn or 
spend, but in the aim of our lives. An 
article, ‘‘The Mess in Education” in last 
October’s Reader’s Digest, emphasized 
that when the Founding Fathers referred 
to our basic right to the pursuit of hap- 
piness they meant the happiness which 
comes from becoming wise enough to 
make the right moral choices—getting 
wiser and better. But nowadays, as the 
article pointed out, people think of hap- 
piness as “a.good time” plus “security.” 

Isn’t that after all the aim of those 
who have been led to spend much money 
and time for more hobbies, more sports, 
more vacations, more entertainment, 
more luxurious foods, more fun? Again, 
| there’s nothing sinful about any of these 
| —in themselves. But life is like a gun. It 
| can be aimed in only one direction at a 
| time. And if it’s aimed at money—getting 
| and spending, or self-indulgence, if you 
will—it can’t be aimed at God. 

“What is the chief end of man?” asked 
| the old catechism. “To glorify God and 
enjoy Him forever,” was the answer and 
you can’t aim your life or the life of your 
family at God and at the same time go 
all out for mere good times and Security. 

Godly living, on the other hand, gives 
lasting satisfaction, and in the long run 
it gives the best good times. Put God first 
and you get satisfaction and security in 
His way, in His time, with His own loving, 


lavish hand. “Seek ye first the kingdom 
of God and His righteousness, and al] 
these things shall be added unto you.” 
There is a formula for satisfaction and 
security that has held good for thousands 
of years. 

But how? The problem for many of us 
is not that we do not want to do this, but 
that we do not quite know how. But there 
are ways, as many have discovered. 


+ THE starting point I think is in com- 
mitting the money question to the Lord 
—once at the outset, of course, but also 
from time to time whenever a new ques- 
tion arises. In our home we talk things 
over frankly with the children, trying to 
help them see that we do not trust our 
bank account or my husband’s job or 
even our own ability to earn, but the 
Lord; that our money is lent to us by 
Him and that we are stewards, account- 
able to Him for the ways in which we use 
it. We tithe, and the children tithe their 
allowances. Then we try to find ways to 
give beyond the tithe. 

I feed my family at “Daniel’s table.” 
avoiding rich, sweet, exotic foods, be- 
lieving it is more healthful as well as 
less expensive for us to eat plainly. We 
try to have our home comfortable and 
inviting, but nothing in it is too precious 
for the use of children and pets, or too 
good to share. We have a steady stream 
of visitors: ours or the children’s friends, 
visiting missionaries—anyone is welcome. 
Little or nothing is spent for “show.” In 
matters of dress we try to look neat and 
attractive with a minimum of expense 
and effort. 

Whenever we have a major want, we 
pray about it, make sure we really need 
it, then save for it. And we pay cash. We 
have never been in debt, except that we 
borrowed money to build our home and 
again to make payments on our car. We 
avoid installment buying both because of 
the admonition, “Owe no man anything,” 
and because we feel installment buying 
is a way of kidding ourselves about the 
cost of a thing. We feel that saving for 
the item and waiting until we can pay 
cash is more realistic; it helps us know 
exactly how much it costs us, and makes 
us certain that we really want it that 
badly. Of course this practice saves on 
interest, too. 

Many times after prayer and due 
thought, we decide that we cannot really 
justify spending for that trip to the 
ocean, or that hi-fi set, and so we make 
up our minds to get along without, “giv- 
ing thanks in everything” and not re- 
gretting or yearning. We try to provide a 
good camping trip or a suitable phono- 
graph to take its place, especially for the 
children’s sake. 


+ WE deliberately avoid telling the chil- 
dren that “We can’t do this or have that 
because the Lord wouldn’t want us to,” 
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for we’ve noticed that children who are 
told this often come to feel that Chris- 
tianity is a religion of denials, frustra- 
tions and impoverishments. We know it 
is not; rather it is a life of overflowing 
abundance. So we try to focus our atten- 
tion on the rewards and blessings He 
gives, the satisfaction of being solvent, 
the pleasant things we do possess, and 
the good times and security we can en- 
joy together as a family without great 
expense. 

Now and then.a little sacrifice seems 
to do us good. Once I remember we saved 
up for a new kitchen range. Then we 
learned of someone who needed the 
money more than we did. The old range 
lasted us for many years afterward and 
we found real satisfaction in knowing 
that the money was doing more impor- 
tant work. 

When I want something badly it helps 
to remember what the psalmist said of 
the Israelites in the wilderness, “So he 
gave them their desire, but sent lean- 
ness into their soul!” It is childish to de- 
mand the leeks and garlics of Egypt; it 
is adult to take our wants to the Lord, 


fit to give. “Delight thyself also in the 
Lord,” David says, “and He will give 
thee the desires of thine heart.” 

If our criterion for the use of money 
is not “I want,” but “How can I please 
the Lord, and let Him live His life 
through me, in earning and spending?” it 
will not be too difficult to make decisions 
on the details. 

Always we can rest on His promise: 
“And God is able to make all grace 


ing all sufficiency in all things, may 
abound to every good work.” Even in 
these days in which we live, we can have 
the Lord plus good times and security, if 
only we put Him first! 


“Faith Is the Victory” 


The world conquers me when it suc- 
reeds in hindering me from seeing, 
loving, holding communion with, and 
serving my Father, God. I conquer it 
vhen I lay my hand upon it and force 
it to help me to get nearer Him, to get 
more like Him, to think oftener of Him, 
to do His will more gladly and more 
constantly. The one victory over the 
vorld is to bend it to serve me in the 
highest things—the attainment of a 
tlearer vision of the divine nature, the 
attainment of a deeper love to God Him- 
elf, and a more glad consecration and 
ervice to Him.

‘0 lift you to God. When the world 
tomes between you and God as an 
wbscuring screen, it has conquered you.

It is part of the long story of David’s 

warfare against the Philistines. All 
his life, it seems, from the day when as 
a shepherd boy he slew Goliath, David 
was battling Philistines. There is much 
to be learned from this extended warfare, 
but we confine ourselves to the one 
encounter. 

Consider first the setting of it. There 
were the Philistines spread out in the 
Valley of Rephaim. David had just de- 
feated them in an earlier engagement 
(related in the verses immediately pre- 
ceding). Flushed with success, he might 
easily have marched against them again 
on the strength of past victories. Instead 
he enquired of the Lord. 

Some of us are not that wise. We make 
the mistake of assuming that because 
God blessed us yesterday He will do it 
again without our consulting Him today. 
We did so well last time, surely we shall 
have easy going now! 

Past triumphs may encourage us but 
they do not give us authority to proceed 
without getting in fresh touch with God. 
We cannot live on momentum. “Each 
victory will help you some other to win,” 
but that is not all the help you need. 
There must be fresh manna for today’s 
food and fresh oil for today’s task. No 
two days are alike, no two situations 
identical. We need to confer with Head- 
quarters before each engagement. “Run 
not before Him, whatever betide” is good 
advice. 

I have read somewhere of a band 
leader marching down Main Street at the 
head of a parade. As he crossed an inter- 
section the lights changed, but he didn’t 
know it and he kept going. Only after 
awhile did he look back to discover that 
his band was two blocks behind him, 
delayed by the changing signals. 

Some of us get ahead of God’s program 
just like that. We are like Ahimaaz who 
ran without tidings and reported only a 
tumult. We decide what we want to do 


(Ee are great lessons for us in an 


99 
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and then ask God to bless it instead of 
first asking God what to do. Ahab made 
that mistake when he went up against 
Ramoth-gilead and came to grief, al- 
though four hundred prophets had given 
him the green light. 

So David enquired of the Lord, and the 
Lord said, “Thou shalt not go up; but 
fetch a compass behind them, and come 
upon them over against the mulberry 
trees. And let it be, when thou hearest 
the sound of a going in the tops of the 
mulberry trees, that thou shalt bestir 
thyself: for then shall the Lord go out 
before thee, to smite the hosts of the 
Philistines.” 

It was not the time to fight; it was the 
time to be still until God gave the signal. 
Some of us have such an itch to get to 
the battle that we cannot wait for orders. 
In this nervous age we mistake restless- 
ness for zeal. Elijah needed his Cherith 
and Paul his Arabia. So we need to wait 
by the mulberry trees until we hear the 
“sound of a going.” 

They tell us now that these were per- 
haps not mulberry trees but maybe bal- 
sam or poplar. It reminds me that we get 
so busy today discussing which kind of 
tree that we fail to hear the sound of the 
going. We discuss, for instance, the work 
of the Spirit and debate whether it is the 
“baptism” or the “filling,” and become so 
occupied with terms that we miss the 
truth. Whatever it is, most of us don’t 
have it. Whether mulberry, balsam or 
poplar, we hear not the sound of the 
going. 

The principle here is that God moves 
first and we are not to move until He 
moves except to go to the mulberry trees, 
the place where God meets us. 

That was the pattern of Pentecost. The 
disciples were in the upper room. They 
were at the place where God was to meet 
them. Then came the sound as of a rush- 
ing mighty wind and the descent of the 
Spirit. Then they witnessed with power 
and God gave them three thousand souls. 
But God moved first. We Americans are

such “go-getters” that we have ignored 
God’s part in all holy enterprise. The old 
note of God coming down before we start 
out is too slow for us. 


+ WE have lost likewise the art of con- 
templation, of meditation and reflection. 
Solitude is abhorred like a plague by 
most of us, and if we are caught on a 
rainy afternoon with the television out 
of order we are at our wit’s end. A prayer 
meeting? Who wants to go where they 
do nothing but pray? We have programs 
to put over in our churches, quotas to 
make up, goals to reach. There is the 
sound of a going but it is our going, not 
God’s, and the breath of heaven is not 
upon us. 

I used to slip away to a hide-out in the 
woods, an old mill by a pond and stream. 
It was a blessed spot where a man could 
be still. But recently bulldozers moved in 
and devastated the place to make room 
for a highway. To me it was typical of 
the trend today. It is machinery versus 
mulberry trees, and the bulldozers have 
taken over. It is the machine age, not 
the mulberry age, and the voice of God 
is drowned in the roar of traffic. 

How can we possibly hear God when 
we are not at the place where He 
speaks? I do not mean that we must take 
off to the hills and listen for a voice from 
heaven in some rustic retreat. But we 
must make room in our hearts and 4a 
place in our day’s program, and see to it 
that the machinery of modern living 
does not uproot the mulberry trees of 
our secret session with God. The question 
is not “Is God speaking?” but “Are we 
listening?” He has plenty to say to us 
but having ears we hear not. He is not 
going to reveal His secrets to hurried 
mortals who have time for the trivial 
but none for the eternal. 

The pace of this age is not geared for 
walking with God. The world set-up, 
social, business, even religious, has con- 
spired against the quiet place and the 
listening soul who would say, “Speak, 
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Lord, for thy servant heareth.” A man 
must discipline himself sternly, and 
rigidly set a time for the mulberry trees 
in his life. 

Never mind what the dizzy go-getters 
say. Never mind if it offends the Sons 
and Daughters of I Will Arise who expect 
us at every little committee meeting 
where they keep minutes and waste 
hours. The supreme thing is to hear God 
and get our orders from higher head- 
quarters than these lowlands. If we fail 
there we are defeated before the battle 
starts. No consulting with experts, no 
amount of bluster and blow can make 
up for Divine guidance. The modern 
preacher and the average Christian has 
no greater problem than to keep modern 
machinery from destroying the mulberry 
trees. 

There is a sinister danger that we shall 
think it too old-fashioned to just “pray 
” We shall substitute newer 
techniques, read clever books and then 
make up our own minds and go dashing 
out to meet the Philistines in our own 
strength. But there are more Philistines 
than ever and the battle is not going too 
well. The man who makes a place for 
the mulberry trees in his life will learn 
that “he who waits on God loses no 
time.” 

The great revivals of history have be- 
gun with the whisper of God, not the 
tumult of conventions and the roar of 
religious machinery. In Scripture the 
word for “wind” is also the word for 
“Spirit.” “The wind bloweth where it 
listeth,” and the Spirit moves as He will. 
We can only put up our little windmills 
and wait. But we are in too big a hurry, 
so we rig up our little engines .. . and 
nothing happens. 


+ ConsIDER not only the setting of this 
Divine intervention but also the sound of 
it What the Word really says is, “When 
thou hearest the sound of a marching in 
the tops of the mulberry trees . . .” God 
marches before we march. 
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How few there are who know how to obey 
God's orders—to march, to halt, to 


wait as He directs. Are you among them? 


There is certainly the sound of a 
marching in our world today. Mighty 
movements are shaking the earth. Com- 
munism is marching. Nationalism is 
marching. Lawlessness is marching. The 
hosts of evil, powers and principalities, 
spiritual wickedness in the heavenlies— 
all are marching. Civilization trembles 
under the tread of these legions. The 
question is: What is God doing? Is He 
on the march? 

There is a surge of religious interest 
these days. People are talking religion, 
buying religious books, looking at re- 
ligious movies. Church building, church 
membership and church activity are set- 
ting new records. Yet mission doors are 
closing the world around. Morals in 
America are at an all-time low. Churches 
are rent with dissension, worldliness, 
carnality. False doctrine abounds. Law- 
lessness sweeps the world. Home life 
crumbles, teenage gangsters prowl the 
streets. 

In half a century godless Communism 
has won half a world. Anarchy, apostasy 
and apathy reign like an Infernal Tri- 
umvirate. Men cannot endure sound doc- 
trine. There is a form of godliness with- 
out power. The love of the majority 
waxes cold. As it was in the days of Noah 
and Lot, eating and drinking, marrying 
and giving in marriage, buying and 
selling, planting and building—so it was 
and so it is and men do not know what 
time it is. 

Some of the religious interest today 
is cheap and superficial. Some of it is 
only a fad. But the false implies the 
true. There is a moving of God today. 
There is a sound of a going in the mul- 
berry trees. God is on the march. Multi- 
tudes have been made gospel-conscious. 
Throngs have gathered to hear preach- 
ing. God seems to be gathering one more 
crop of souls before He rings down the 
final curtain. We must separate the 
precious from the vile, try the spirits 
whether they be of God. There are other 
voices, but we must not miss the whisper 
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of the Spirit in the clamor of the times. 
A prominent churchman in Wesley’s 
time declared that he could see no sign 
of a mighty work of God anywhere, yet 
God was marching right before his eyes 
Let us not forget that it was the Phari- 
sees who were the Bible scholars, the 
separated religionists of their day, but 
they did not recognize the Messiah when 
He came and knew not the time of their 
visitation. It is a tragic thing not to 
know God’s voice when we hear it 


+ THERE is also a summons recorded 
here. All my life I have heard about the 
sound of the going but I have heard 
little about the words that follow: “Thou 
shalt bestir thyself.” The sound is a 
summons. It is not a lullaby to soothe 
us to sleep but a bugle to stir us to 
battle, a signal for action, a reveille 
calling us to march because God is 
marching. 

Too many of us are watching Him 
march while we sit in the grandstand. 
We read of the great gospel meetings. We 
attend them as spectators. We rejoice in 
the moving of God’s Spirit. But God is 
not putting on a parade for our enter- 
tainment. We are meant to be partici- 
pants, not spectators. God is throwing 
out a challenge. The harvest is plenteous, 
the laborers are few. If we let this op- 
portunity pass, we shall have to give 
account for not coming to the help of 
the Lord against the mighty. 

Isaiah prayed, “O that Thou wouldst 
rend the heavens and come down.” He 
was longing for the sound of a going in 
the mulberry trees, praying for a visita- 
tion from God. But he also wrote, “There 
is none that stirreth up himself to take 
hold of God.” God must come down from 
above but we must rise up from beneath. 

The words, “Bestir thyself” really 
mean, “Be sharp.” Alas, most of us are 
in the key of B-flat! We act as though 
the Christian life were a vacation instead 
of a vocation. The power of God's Spirit 
is a stimulant, not a sedative. We ought 
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to be shamed out of our complacency 
by the alertness of our adversaries. “The 
children of this world are in their gen- 
eration wiser than the children of light.” 
Someone has said that the Communists 
are out to win the world but Americans 
are out to enjoy it. Certainly most of our 
church members are not out either to 
win it or to overcome it. God is not 
giving us a pageant but a program. He 
announced it long ago in the Great Com- 
mission. 


+ THERE never has been an hour so 
packed with opportunity as this. With 
God on the go in a world-shaking con- 
flict, what a disgrace for Christians to 
get hot and bothered over trivialities! 
God is on the march taking out a people 
for His Name. Whatever there may be 
in the current religious wave that is 
false or superficial, we ought to buy up 
the opportunity it affords, because the 


time is short and the days are evil. God’ 


is out to do bigger business than the 
selfish little schemes that occupy so 
much of our time. Too many of us are 
like little shrimp, each in its own little 
puddle, when we ought to be caught up 
in the great ocean tides of the onward

Today while Pharisees 
hear no sound of a going, publicans and 


| sinners are crowding into the kingdom 
and the violent are taking it by force. 





Along with the extensive march of 
God in evangelism there should be a cor- 
responding intensive movement within 
the churches. Our Lord’s last word to 
the church was not the Great Commis- 
sion but the call to repentance in Revela- 
tion. The churches are hearing the sound 
of God marching today but we are not 
coming up to our responsibility of bal- 
ancing extensive evangelism with inten- 


| sive revival. We need to bestir ourselves, 
| to awake out of sleep, to awake to right- 


eousness and sin not, to stir up the gift 
of God within us, to stir up ourselves to 
take hold of God. 

The summons of God in the sound of 
His marching is to repentance, confes- 
sion, restitution, renunciation, separation 
from the world, submission to the Lord- 
ship of Christ and the filling of the 
Spirit. God is gathering believers in the 
mass movement. He would train disciples, 
rally a remnant, marshal a Master’s 
minority, gather a Gideon’s band out of 
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this multitude, a spearhead of expend- 
ables who mean business! 


4 SucH a band is assured of victory. 
You will notice that the incident we 
have been studying closes in triumph. 
The last verse tells us of the success of 
it: “And David did so as the Lord had 
commanded him and smote the Philis- 
tines from Geba until thou comest to} 
Gazer.” 

He heard the Divine venture and won | 
a Divine victory. He waited until God | 
marched. And when God marched David 
marched. Let us get the setting right and 
move into the place where God speaks. 
When we hear the sound of God on the 
go, let us obey the summons of it, and 
then we shall share in its success. END

NEWS BRIEFS 

Directors of the Boyertown area schools 
near Reading, Penna., rejected a request 
by the Good News Club to teach the 
Bible on a “released-time” basis; that is, | 
during school hours. The board acted on 
the advice of its lawyer who ruled that | 
religious instruction may not be given 
to public school pupils during school 
hours, whether on or off the school 
grounds. 


The Board of Trustees voted to change | 
the corporate name of William Jennings 
Bryan University to William Jennings 
Bryan College. The proposed change, 
which had been under consideration for 
some time, was overwhelmingly approved 
earlier by the college alumni association. 


| The change will become legally effective 


as soon as approval to amend the college 
charter is granted by the office of the 
Secretary of State in Nashville. 


A former member of Park Street Church, | 
Boston, was memorialized in mid- 
October with the dedication of an ele- 
vator designed to assist elderly and | 
handicapped worshippers to enter the 
church auditorium from the street level. 
The late Malcom T. Calder, for many 
years, under a severe physical handicap, 
served as treasurer of the church. The 
memorial consists of the newest type 
automatic, self-service elevator to ac- 
commodate 12 people, a new entrance 
lobby at the street level, and a new stair- 
well which extends to the sanctuary level 
where hangs a portrait of Mr. Calder.

A project to compile a reader’s version 
of The Book of Mormon was approved 
by the biennial world conference of the 
Reorganized Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter Day Saints.

WORLD DATELINES 


Hong Kong: Red China is stepping up 
its ideological war against Buddhism. 
Now it wants to confiscate church lands 
and put the monks and lamas (priests) 
to work. Deputy Premier Ulanfu warned 
monks and lamas at a recent Buddhist 
conference in inner Mongolia that they 
“must resolve to follow the socialist road 
without hesitation or lingering.” 


Berlin: East Germany’s communist gov- 
ernment has ordered that all students 
over 11 years old must go to work one 
day per week, either on farms or in fac- 
tories. Teachers and parents have pro- 
tested violently to government head 
Walter Ulbricht, but have received no 
satisfactory response. Now factory man- 
agers and farmers have joined the cam- 
paign to keep the children in school. 


Sweden: It will not be mandatory for 
bishops in the State Lutheran Church of 
Sweden to ordain women applicants for 
holy orders, despite church approval of 
the government’s bill for women pastors, 
when the new law becomes effective next 
month. Committee members who pre- 
pared the recommendations adopted by 
the recent Church Assembly agreed

| Spurgeon 
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Most Important Prophetic 


About the time that this issue of 
Moopy MONTHLY is in circulation, the 
Baker Book House of Grand Rapids will 
be publishing the first translation into 
English of the most important single 
work produced by the Church Fathers 
on any of the prophetic writings of the 
Old Testament, commenting upon the 
original Hebrew text, and showing a 
complete mastery of all the literature of 
the Church on the subjects touched upon 
to the time of composition, St. Jerome’s 
Commentary on the Book.of Daniel. 

For over eleven hundred years after 
its publication, all who wrote on Daniel 
showed themselves more indebted to this 
work by Jerome than to any other com- 
mentary on the Old Testament Scrip- 
tures produced in the period of the 
Church Fathers. It is strange that 
though we have some sixteen thousand 
pages in the Ante-Nicene, Nicene and 
Post-Nicene Fathers, in the three major 
series of translations of patristic litera- 
ture issued by Scribners some years ago, 
the Commentary on Daniel was passed 
by, as it was in the earlier series of 
translations undertaken by leaders of 
the Oxford Movement in the middle of 
the nineteenth century. 

The fifth volume of the Ante-Nicene 
Fathers includes fragments from the 
commentary on Daniel by Hippolytus, 
written about A.D. 230 (pp. 177-199) and

Even during Jerome’s lifetime, 
Sulpicius Severus allowed one of the 
disputants in his Dialogus, written about 
405, to say, “I would be surprised if he 
(Jerome) were not already known to you 
through his writings, since he is read 
throughout the whole world.” Although 
they differed on many matters, Augustine 
once confessed to Jerome, “I have not as 
great a knowledge of the divine Scrip- 
tures as you have, nor could I have such 
knowledge as I see in you.” 

One who attempts to give to the Chris- 
tian Church a dependable translation of 
Jerome’s commentary on the Hebrew 
text of Daniel must have himself a thor- 
ough mastery of Hebrew, to understand 
the text from which Jerome worked, a 
comprehensive knowledge of the Greek 
language (for Jerome also made a careful 
study of the Septuagint), and must be 
able to read with unfaltering precision 
the Latin of that age, for it is in Latin 
that the work is written. That Dr. 
Archer, Professor of Biblical Languages 
in Fuller Theological Seminary, possesses 
such equipment will be acknowledged by 
all who give even the briefest considera- 
tion to this commentary now offered to 
the public. 

Dr. Archer’s scholarly work has been 
recognized this year by the Christian 
Research Foundation, the committee of 
which is composed of some of the out- 
standing Biblical scholars in America, 
and has been awarded one of their most 
coveted prizes. Every reader of “In the

Study” who is interested in the interpre- 
tation of Biblical prophecy should have 
this book in his library. One cannot 
understand the eschatological convictions 
of the early Church without a thorough 
study of this writing of St. Jerome. 


Prophecies Regarding 
Israel 
In the October issue of this department 
I began a series of studies which when 
finished will give, I trust, a fairly com- 
plete summary of all the major prophetic 
areas of the Scriptures. Following up the 
outline of prophecies regarding the na- 
tions of the earth, given in the earlier 
issue, here I would like to take the second 
major division of Biblical prophecy and 
present a synoptic outline of the proph- 
ecies that relate to Israel. 
I. The Original Patriarchal Covenant 
(All references are to Genesis, unless 
otherwise indicated.) 
A. Israel would be a great nation (12:2; 


17:6). The future seed of Abraham is 
sometimes referred to as dust, or sand 
(12:16; 22:17: 28:14; see also Num. 


23:10), and as the stars (22:17; 26:4) 

B. Israel itself would be greatly blessed 
(12:2) 

C. Israel would prove a blessing to the 
nations of the earth (12:2, 3; 17:18; 
28:14) 

D. The land of Palestine would be given 
Israel as a permanent possession (12:1, 7; 
13:14, 15, 17; 17:8; 26:3; 28:13). “As the 
body is adapted and destined for the 
soul and the soul for the body, so is Israel 
for that country and that country for 
Israel. Without Israel the land is like a 
body from which the soul has fled; 
banished from its country, Israel is like 
a ghost which cannot find rest” (J. H. 
Kurtz). We should not overlook the in- 
teresting clause, “And thou shalt spread 
abroad to the west, and to the east, and 
to the north, and to the south” (28:14). 
E. Nations that are kind to Israel will be 
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The boldest act in Martin Luther’s event- 
ful life was his solemn committal 
of the bull of his excommunica- 
tion to flames on Dec. 10, 1520.

F. Abraham would be a father of many 
nations (17:4, 5) 

G. Kings were to be born of the Abra- 
hamic line (17:6) 

H. “And he said unto Abram, Know of a 
surety that thy seed shall be a stranger 
in a land that is not theirs, and shall 
serve them; and they shall afflict them 
four hundred years” (15:3). This is the 
first chronological prophecy in the Bible 
(unless Gen. 6:3 be so designated). The 
four hundred years terminate with the 


| exodus, and are probably to be reckoned 


as from 1840 B.C. to 1440 B.C. 


Chronology, 1913, pp. 116-119.) 

I. The future of each of the twelve tribes, 
is prophetically set forth in a statement 
by Jacob, shortly before his death (Chap. 
49). Here occurs the familiar Messianic 
prophecy, to be considered later, of the 
sceptre not departing from Judah, and, 
for the first time, the eschatological 


| phrase, “in the last days,’ which Keil 


| rightly says, “in prophetic language de- 


notes the future generally but the last 
future, the age of Messianic consum- 
mation.” This prophecy regarding the 
twelve tribes uttered at the close of the 
patriarchal period should be carefully 
compared with a similar prophecy con- 
cerning the twelve tribes given at the 
end of the Mosaic period, recorded in 
Deuteronomy 33. 


II. Prophecies Given During the Mosaic 
Period 

A. At Sinai, just before the giving of the 
Decalogue, God appeared to Moses, say- 
ing, “Now, therefore, if ye will obey my 
voice indeed, and keep my covenant, then 
ye shall be a peculiar treasure unto me 
above all people; for all the earth is 
mine: and ye shall be unto me a kingdom 
of priests, and an holy nation” (Ex. 19:5, 
6; with this compare I Peter 2:9; Rev. 
1:6 and 5:10; also I Kings 8:53). 

B. After Israel’s acceptance of the ma- 
jority report of the spies, that they 
should not go into the land, the predic- 
tion is made that Israel must wander in 
the wilderness forty years (Num. 14:33, 
34; 32:13; often referred to in later 
Scriptures: Deut. 8:2; 29:5: Josh. 5:6; 
Ps. 95:10; Acts 7:36, 42; Heb. 3:9, 17; 
compare enigmatical prophecy of Ezek. 
29:13). 

C. Early in the Book of Deuteronomy 
there is a clear prediction of a coming 
apostasy, characterized by the predomi- 
nance of idolatry, which will be punished 
by Israel’s being scattered among the 
nations, followed by restoration when

R: Did God also promise that ten 
tribes would arise out of Ishmael, son 
of Hagar and Abraham? 

F: He said not. Twelve tribes would 
arise only out of Jacob, the son of 
Isaac. 

R: According to the Jews, was their 
return to this country not to take 
place with the appearance of the 
Messiah? 

F: No. In accordance with the Jew- 
ish tradition, the Jews should return 
to Palestine before the Messiah 
comes, and Jerusalem should be a 
part of Palestine, in accordance with 
the tradition, the Messiah will arrive. 
R: How long after the return of the 
Jews to Palestine will the Messiah 
arrive, according to you? 

F: This is a thing that nobody can 
tell.

The experience also suggests the 
four essential steps in the effective use 


| of a film or film strip or slides. These are 
| as follows: 


1. Prepare yourself. This is basic. 
You must be familiar with the material 
if you hope to teach with the projected 
aid you plan to use. Preview the film, 
film-strip or set of slides and then plan 
your session. Decide on how you can use 
the teaching aid in the most effective 
way. Plan how you will prepare your 
group for viewing and then show how 
you will follow-up the showing. Perhaps, 
if you are using filmstrips or slides, you 
will even want to plan for discussion dur- 
ing the actual showing. 

Of course, such preparation should be 
done with definite prayer for guidance 
and for God’s speaking through the pro-

Preparation of the group may include 
the use of suitable songs and Scripture 
before the showing as in the case of the 
eroup already mentioned. It will almost 
always include an introduction of the 
film with specific suggestions from the 
leader aS to points to be watched for 
or noted. Often it is best to write out 
such items on a chalkboard or to list 
several thought-provoking questions for 
discussion after the showing. In any | 
case, make sure those in the group know 
what they will see, how it fits into their 
learning program and what they are to 
be watching for. 

1. Follow-up. Never dismiss your | 
class or group or turn to another matter | 
after showing a projected teaching aid 
without some kind of adequate follow- 
up. This may be a question and answer 
time, a good discussion, a short message, 
prayer or a combination of these to 
drive home the main truth of what has 
been seen. Remember, you are only half 
done when you have presented the visual 
material. Be sure those in your group 
know what it means and that they grasp 
the essential points. Only in this way | 
will your teaching aid really teach. 

If you follow this four-step pattern 
in your use of slides, films and filmstrips, 
you will find that these aids will work 
as effectively for you as they do for 
other visual-minded teachers. END

| Joy at the Saviour’s Birth 
Luke 1:46-55; 2:4-7 

| MEMORY SELECTION: My soul doth 
magnify the Lord, and my spirit hath 
rejoiced in God my Saviour.—Luke 1:46, 
47 


“Christmas everywhere”’—and so it is 
that while we go to our churches to cele- 
brate this great occasion we may recall 
that Christ is everywhere today—yes, 
knocking at your door, ready to come in 
and “keep the feast” with you. 

Our lesson departs somewhat from the 
traditional Christmas story (which you 
will want to read in both home and 
church). but it does bring before us three 
essential facts about Christmas. 





| I. Christmas Is a Time to Rejoice 
| (1:46, 47) 

The portion of Scripture before us is 
the great song of praise, which Mary 
uttered in recognition of the fact that 
she had been chosen to be the mother of 
| Jesus. 
| This is a time of joy, which is a far 
| brighter movement of the Christian per- 
sonality than mere happiness. It involves, 
|as we see from Mary’s utterance, both 
| soul and spirit. These words represent the 
inner, non-physical part of man. Soul is 
nearer to his bodily nature and spirit 
nearer to the nature of God. Soul oper- 
|} ates through the bodily sources, while 
spirit is in touch with God. 

It is significant and proper to note that 
at Christmas time there is joy for the 
“soulish” part of man. But above all there 
should be spiritual joy. Let us see that 
both expressions of the true Christmas 
spirit mark the celebration of the day 
/in our homes and in our churches. 


II. Christmas Is a Time to Remem- 
ber (1:48-55) 

Mary praised God for all He had done 
in all generations, recognizing His power. 
holiness, mercy and mighty works. She 
also made it present and personal, thank- 
ing Him for the great honor and privilege 





| which had come to her.

This speaks to us of the importance of 
making this Christmas a time when we 


| thank God for all the joys and blessings 


which have come to us as a nation be-

brance of all that God has done for us 
personally. 

Yes, this is a time to rejoice and a 
time to remember, but let us recognize 
also that 


. III. Christmas Is a Time to Worship 
(2:4-7) 

Let us all go to Bethlehem this Christ- 
mas and stand with awe and worship at 
the manger. One cannot fail to be dis- 
tressed by the manner in which Christ- 
mas has been commercialized. We are 
glad that some have sought to stem the 
tide and put a recognition of Christ back 
into Christmas. 

But regardless of how successful these 
efforts are, we can, in the midst of a 
world lost in its “presents” and its ca- 
rousing, quietly withdraw to the scene of 
Bethlehem and in the fields with the 
shepherds; we can go again with the wise 
men to pour out our gifts and our worship 
before Him who is born “a Saviour .. 
Christ the Lord.” 

A blessed Christmas to you! May it be 
full of all pleasant and precious things 
which make it such a delightful day. But 
may it be, above all, a day of rejoicing 
in a wonderful Saviour and Lord. 


December 28 
Jesus Acknowledged 
as the Christ 
Mark 8:27-35 
MEMORY SELECTION: Thou art the 
Christ, the Son of the living God— 
Matthew 16:16 


After performing many miracles in 
Galilee our Lord and His disciples came 
northward into Caesarea Philippi, a 
great heathen center. There where His 
mighty works were met with great indif- 
ference our Lord asked His disciples life's 
greatest question: “Whom say ye that I 
am?” In response to Peter’s confession of 
faith He founded the church (Matt. 
16:16-18). 

Here we, with His disciples, face three 
fundamental truths, the first being 

I. The Challenge: Who Is the Son of 
Man? (vv. 27-29) 

Jesus asked His question at first in a 
general way: “Whom do men say that I 
am?” The answer indicates that our Lord 
was recognized by all as an outstanding 
person with the combined merits of the 
leaders of His generation. He had made 
a striking impression on His own age, as 
indeed He has on every age of history. 

Observe however that such a recogni- 
tion of Christ is not sufficient. It is not 
enough to acknowledge Him as a great 
teacher, a perfect example, or the “‘way- 
shower,” as some have called Him. To 
fail to give Him His place as the Son of 
the living God is to make Him an im- 
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poster and a fraud. 

The personal question which followed, 
“Whom say ye that I am?” is the su- 
premely important challenge which every 
man must face. “What think ye of 
Christ?” is the touchstone that de- 
termines character, condition and des- 
tiny 

Peter by the blessing of God recognized 
his Master as the Messiah, the Anointed 
One, the Son of the living God. We too 
should be so responsive to the leading of 
the Spirit of God that we say, “Thou art 
the Christ!” 

The second matter which comes before 
us appears more definitely in the parallel 
passage in Matthew 16:17-20; namely, 


Il. The Church: Its True Foundation 
(vy. 30, 31) 

Christ, the Son of the living God, is the 
Rock upon which the church is built. 
Peter was blessed in his confession, but he 
was not the rock upon which God built 
His church. 

It follows without possibility of mis- 
understanding or denial that only that 
organization which clearly presents Jesus 
as the Christ, the Son of the living God, 
has any right to call itself a church. 

These groups which are essentially so- 
cial, intellectual or philosophical “clubs” 
with a bit of religious flavor, and who do 
not accept the deity of Christ, are cer- 
tainly not churches whatever else they 
may be. Why do they not identify them- 
selves correctly and take their proper 
place in the community? 

Note in verse 31 that our Lord brings 
before them His coming death and resur- 
rection, for therein is found the hope of 
salvation and eternity for us all. He 
presents to them 

Ill. The Cross: For Christ and For 
Us (vv. 32-35) 


The shadow of the cross fell across tine | 


little group as Jesus talked of His death— 
but note that He coupled with His death 
the fact of His resurrection, which alone 
gives that death its full and final mean- 
ing, as it carries us beyond the deep 
darkened Calvary to the light and beauty 
of Easter morning. 

Peter, who a moment before had spoken 
for God, now becomes the mouthpiece of 
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the devil. From his recognition of our | 
Lord he turns to tempting Him to avoid | 


the cross. That he meant well does not 
excuse him; it never does. Had Jesus 
vielded to this temptation there would 
have been no cross and no redemption 
from sin. 

Observe (vv. 34, 35) that there is a cross 
for every Christian. Obviously we cannot 
dear His cross. Only He could do that. But 
we must take up our own cross and deny 
ourselves and follow Him. 

“Whosoever shall save his life shall 
lose it.” Self on the cross and Christ on 
the throne—such is the secret of true 
discipleship. 

January 4 
Jesus Calls Forth Faith 
Mark 9:14-29 

MEMORY SELECTION: All things are 
possible to him that believeth.—Mark 
9:23 
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Mountain top experiences of spiritual 
uplift are not an end in themselves but 
are a preparation for service. All too 
often we accept such times of peculiar 
blessing (whether they be in the privacy 
of our own home or in the great gather- 
ing of Christian workers) as something 
which should glow warmly in our own 
hearts and make us glad we belong to 
God. We ought rather to regard them 
as God's gift to prepare us for a ministry 
for Him. 

The disciples came from a mountain 
top experience too sacred and glorious 
for words; down in the valley they had 
to face life and its deep problems. The 
picture before us presents 


I. Men Without Faith—“They Could 
Not” (vv. 14-19) 

Jesus found in the valley, when He 
came down from the Mount of Trans- 
figuration, a group of defeated disciples 
who were unable to help a demon- 
possessed boy and his distracted father. 

The unbelief that is expressed in the 
words, “they could not,” appears in dif- 
ferent phases. “There were the scribes, 
willful and persistent in unbelief; there 
was the father in unwilling unbelief; 
there was the boy in irresponsible un- 
belief; and there were the disciples in 
unconscious unbelief. The whole atmos- 
phere was an unbelieving atmosphere” 
(Morgan). 

Let us beware lest we too limit God 
by our lack of faith. God looks for faith, 
He seeks it out, He honors it, He answers 


its call. 

Some Christians bear strong testimony 
for God by fully believing Him and His 
Word. Others actually make the Christian 
profession look ridiculous before the 
world because their unbelief makes Him 
out to be a very “small” and impotent 
God instead of the infinite, eternal and 
omnipotent One. 

We see the power and grace of God in 


Il. The All-Powerful Saviour—‘All 
Things Are Possible” (vv. 20-27) 

Yes, all things are possible “to him 
that believeth” (v. 23). There is no prob- 
lem too difficult for the Lord, there is no 
sorrow too deep for His comfort, there is 
no challenging opportunity too great for 
His enabling power. 

The evil spirit which troubled the boy 
recognized that he had met his Master 
when Jesus came, and sought to do his 
utmost in destruction before he had to 
obey the command of Jesus to come out 
of his helpless victim. Let us not be sur- 
prised when the enemies of Christ be> 
come enraged at the spiritual progress we 
make either personally or as a church. 
God is able to give us the victory. 

Note that our Lord responded to the 
faith of the father even though it was so 
weak that he had to pray to be delivered 
from his unbelief (v. 24). We say again 
that God is always on the lookout for 
faith and quick to respond in blessing. 

In response to the questions of His 
baffied disciples Jesus made clear that 
between impotent unbelief and glorious 


victory what they needed (and what we 
need) is 


III. The Connecting Link—“Nothing 
But Prayer” (v. 28) 

We like to quote such neat formulas as 
“Prayer changes things” or “More things 
are wrought by prayer than this world 
dreams of.’ But then we fail to exercise 
our faith in actually praying. 

Note that an earnest and urgent out- 
pouring of the heart in real petition is 
meant here, for that is the kind of prayer 
which causes one to forget to eat. Fasting 
may mean little if it is chosen as a means 
to an end, but when it is the expression 
of a deep-going earnestness in prayer, 
it can mean much. 


January 11 
Jesus Demands 
Complete Commitment 
Mark 10:17-27 

MEMORY SELECTION: Things which 
are impossible with men are possible with 
God.—Luke 18:27 

To be a disciple of our Lord is essen- 
tially a stewardship of life which holds 
all that we are and have for His glory, 
One recognizes that what he has is not 
his own, that it belongs to God (I Cor.

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The Star of Bethlehem

nN this age of materialism many who 

deny the supernatural seek to dismiss 

the miraculous works of God as merely 
the workings of natural phenomena. 
Again, there are perfectly well-inten- 
tioned people who believe the Bible to be 
the Word of God and yet who are so 
anxious for others to believe that they 
attempt to “naturalize” the miracles. 


+ An example is the discussion of the 
“Star of Bethlehem.”’ We frequently hear 
that about the time of our Lord’s birth 
two of the major planets were in con- 
junction—that is, they were in line with 
each other as viewed from the earth. This 
is not difficult for a competent astronc- 
mer to calculate and can readily be 
checked. It is stated that this was prob- 
ably the unusual light which led the wise 
men in their search for the new born 
King. 

Assuming that two planets may have 
been in conjunction at this time, could 
this have been the light which these men 
followed? Let us examine the matter 
carefully. 

The planets appear to pass around the 
Earth in a narrow path called the 
“ecliptic.” Due to the motions of the 
Earth, the angle of the ecliptic with 
relation to the Earth’s horizon varies 
throughout the year. The latitude from 
which one observes the planets also 
affects the apparent angle with relation 
to that particular point. At 31 degrees 
and 40 minutes north, the approximate 
latitude of Jerusalem and Bethlehem, the 
ecliptic never comes within 8 degrees of 
the zenith, which is the point directly 
overhead, and it may be as much as 55 
degrees south of the zenith. How then 
could such a conjunction of planets have 
guided anyorie traveling in a westerly 
direction to a certain building in Bethle- 
hem, or even to Jerusalem where the wise 
men first went? 


+ Suppose that at that time there could 
have been, as others have said, a “nova” 
or exploding star which produced great 
brilliance for a brief period. Could this 
have been the light which they followed? 
Suppose we step outside on a winter 
evening and observe some bright star 
which may appear to be directly over- 
head. 

Now, suppose we travel six miles south, 
about the distance from Jerusalem to 


Bethlehem, and observe the same star 
again. We find that its only change has 
been a slight movement to the west, in 
fact, about 30 degrees, in the time re- 
quired for the travelers to cover the dis- 
tance involved. Could any celestial body 
be used to accurately locate one certain 
dwelling in Bethlehem without the use of 
precise navigational equipment? Obvi- 
ously, the answer is no. 

At this point, we should like to call 
attention to Matthew 2:9, where we 
read, “When they had heard the king, 


they departed; and, lo, the star, which 


they saw in the east, went before them, 
till it came and stood over where the 
young child was.” 

From the above it is clear that what- 
ever it was that the wise men followed, 
it was not a relatively fixed object, but 
something which moved until it came to 
rest above the building in which the 
infant Christ was found. 


+ IF celestial phenomena did not guide 


these wise men, what then might have 
been the thing which led them in their 
search? Let us review the Old Testament 
Scriptures a bit. 


We recall that when the children of 


Israel were coming out of Egypt theyf 


followed a pillar of cloud by day and a 
pillar of fire by night (Ex. 13:21, 22). This 
was the Shekinah glory, a visible mani- 
festation of the presence of God. Reading 
through the books of Exodus, Leviticus 
and Numbers we find that on numerous 
occasions the glory of God appeared (Ex. 
24:16, 17; Lev. 21:2; Num. 9:15, 16). When 
the first temple was dedicated, God‘ 
glory filled the Holy Place (I Kings 8:10 
11). As succeeding generations of the 
children of Israel became more and more 


indifferent or rebellious toward God, His” 


glory departed from the temple until 

eventually it was completely gone. 
Since this Shekinah glory which wa‘ 

visible to man was always associated with 


























the manifestation of the Deity, is it not 
reasonable to believe that its glowing 
presence may have signaled the birth of 
our Lord Jesus Christ, the second Perso?

| comfortable beds, immaculate linens and 


plenty of light and warmth would go 
uncringing to even the cleanest stable to 
have her baby? What father today would 
think for an instant of permitting his 
child to be born in the dark, odorous 
depths of a makeshift shelter, a place 
already well filled with animals? 

Yet the Lord Jesus Christ was born 
in such a place. He who knew hunger 
and tiredness and the loneliness of being 
| despised, who before His crucifixion re- 
fused the vinegar and gall, likewise chose 
in His birth to share the lot of the least 
of this world. Whatever your experience 
of poverty or suffering there is One who 
can say, “Yes, I have experienced that, 
too. I ask of you no more than I was 
willing to bear Myself.” 

All this was ‘part of the price He paid 
for us, a price paid willingly. Years later, 
as Peter drew his sword in an effort to 
repulse the band which had come to take 
Jesus to His death, Jesus pointed this 
out: “Thinkest thou that I cannot now 
pray to my Father, and he shall presently 
give me more than twelve legions of 
angels?” (Matt. 27:53). From the time 
of His birth to the day of His crucifixion 
He could have turned aside at any mo- 
ment, but He did not. What a wonderful 
Saviour!

But 
why was the birth announced? And why 
was it announced to shepherds? 
Imagine for the moment how it would 
have seemed in the setting of our own 
times and in our own land. Washington, 
D.C., New York, Los Angeles—all are 
by-passed, and the birth for which the 
whole nation has been told to wait takes 
place in an obscure country town. Now 
the announcement is made, not to sen- 
ators or preachers or college professors, 
not to delegates at the U.N. or at yonder 
but to a 
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sheep destined for temple sacrifice, and 
some have wondered whether perhaps 


they were therefore among those that | 


“looked for redemption 
(2:38). But certainly they were not pre- 
pared to see an angel appear before 
them. “And, lo, the angel of the Lord 


in Jerusalem” | 
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came upon them, and the glory of the | 
Lord shone round about them: and they 
were sore afraid” (v. 9). 

God’s providences are often like that. 
We watch and pray and seek and knock. | 
And He answers in grace and faithful- | 
ness. But how often God comes into our 
lives in a fresh and blessed way just 
because of our great need! After all it is 
not we who have sought Him, but He 
who has sought us! He has been the first 
to speak and the first to love (Heb. 1:2); 
we have not chosen Him, but He has 
chosen us (John 15:16). 
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+ SMALL wonder that the shepherds were 
afraid (v. 9). Here was the age-old effect 
of sin. Adam in the garden had said, “I 
heard thy voice in the garden, and I was 
afraid, because I was naked; and I hid 
myself” (Gen. 3:10). Sin has passed upon 
all men and with it the fear born of a

In the final analysis this is the only 
message that could bring tidings of great 
joy to the shepherds and to us in view 
of our separation from God, our sin, our 
fear, our need, our bondage to death. 
Had the message merely announced the 
coming of a great king, a great teacher 
or a great leader, the need of the shep- 
herds—and our needs—would not have 
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dal been met. But this message was “of 
great joy ... to all people,” because “unto 
you is born this day .. . a Saviour.”

as we trust the work of Christ. Dr. Ger- 
rit Verkuyl’s Berkeley Version of the New 
Testament sums this up aptly in its 
translation of Hebrews 7:26: “For such a 
High Priest also suited our need—holy, 
innocent, spotless, in a different class 
from sinners and lifted high above the 
heavens.” 





+ But there was more to the angel’s 
message: “And this shall be a sign unto 
you; Ye shall find the babe wrapped in 
swaddling clothes, lying in a manger” 
(2:12). Here first of all is confirmation 
that this is no dream, no illusion; they 
may see this Saviour of whom the angel 
spoke! And here is assurance so that 
there will be no uncertainty is to whether 
the One the shepherds find is indeed this 
great Redeemer. 


The message concluded, “suddenly 
there was with the angel a multitude of 
the heavenly host praising God, and say- 
ing, Glory to God in the highest, and on 
earth peace, good will toward men” (v. 13, 
14). Literally, the message has been 
translated, “Glory in the highest | heav- 
ens] to God, and on earth peace among 
men of good will.” 
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to appreciate more and more | 
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| that He is pleased with sinful mankind— 


either view quite obviously is contrary 
to Bible teaching. Rather the intent 
seems to be, “Peace to men who are the 
objects of God’s good will.” 


The remainder of this passage may be 
quickly summarized. The shepherds came 
to the Lord Jesus (vv. 15, 16) where they 
“found Mary and Joseph, and the babe 
lying in a manger.” They told others 


(v. 17) and went away glorifying God 


(v. 20). 

And now this year again millions will 
hear the words, “Unto you is born this 
day . a Saviour, which is Christ the 
Lord.” For some who for the first time 
hear with understanding the words will 
be as new and startling as they were to 
the shepherds. “Is this really true?” they 
will ask in their hearts. “Is this One who 
was born so long ago able to grip my 
life here and now in 1958 and lift it out 
of weakness and failure and sin?” 
these the Word of God says, 
see!” 

Many others of us have already come 
and have seen the Saviour and joy has

The Normal Christian 


One of the most effective means em- 
ployed by the enemy of our souls to hin- 
der the Lord’s work is to convince Chris- 
tians that if they maintain the level of 
daily living and Christian service consid- 
ered average in respectable circles, that 
is quite as much as either God or man 
should expect of them. 


They are encouraged to appraise the 


relative progress of their own life by look- 
ing at that of others. If everybody is do- 


ing a certain thing, they reason, it must 
be all right. One must not become over- 
zealous lest he be regarded as fanatic. 
Dead orthodoxy, a comfortable compro- 
mise with the world, the flesh, and the 
devil, “having a form of godliness but 
denying the power thereof”’—this is Sa- 
tan’s program for believers. 

But the average Christian life is not 
the normal Christian life. It is God's de- 
sire and purpose that we all should have 
the fullness of His grace and power. “He 
that spared not his own Son but delivered 
him up for us all, how shall he not with 


him also freely give us all things?” (Ro- 
mans 8:32) 
But Satan has another suggestion 


which works very effectively too, and it is 
that after all only a select few are sup- 
posed to live a Spirit-filled and empow- 
ered life. 

How much mischief has been wrought 
in individual lives and in the Church by 
this idea that only certain ones are called 
to truly spiritual living and that others 
are somehow excused because they just 
do not have the disposition. 

What an infamous falsehood! God has 
no step-children, no half-children! If you 
and I are members of God’s household, 
we are privileged and expected to live in 
all the glory and power of that position. 
Certain members of the church or work- 
ers should never be pointed out as being 
“very spiritual” in contrast to others who 
are apparently content to live like the 
average Christian. 

You must be above the average to be a

We sort of fumbled around getting 
ready; but finally I got the family bus 
out and we left for church.

THE HOUR HAD COME, ‘by Go Puan Seng 
(Douma Publications, Grand Rapids, 228 pages, $3.50)

Mf\uH1s is one of the most vivid personal 
reports of the war in the Philippines 


from the time Japan first attacked, then 


occupied, these islands in World War II. 

The author is a Chinese who was at 
the time these events began (and has 
been since hostilities ceased) editor of 
the largest and most widely circulated 
Chinese daily newspaper in the Philip- 
pines. Although he was born and reared 
a Buddhist, his wife won him to Christ 
before they were married. He is now an 
elder in the Presbyterian Church in 
Manila. For years he was a hunted man, 
on the “top-wanted” list of the Japanese 
army. This is the story of his experiences 
during those horrid, harried days of 
slaughter, destruction and ruthlessness. 

The twenty-eight chapters are written 
in an inspiring spiritual style that reveals 
the strong faith and deep religious feel- 
ings of the author. Repeatedly we find 
him comforting his family as he himself 
gained strength from some brief Scrip- 
ture portion found in his daily reading 
of the Bible. At a time when sickness 
was on the increase among his refugee 
party from drinking polluted creek water, 
a spring of water was discovered. It was 
then that he found Isaiah 49:10 of 


special blessing. Sometimes it was the 
stanza of a hymn which brought comfort 
and strength. At other times it was some 
statement by a Christian friend. 

To even begin to quote the quotable 
statements in this book would take up 
more space than permissible. The book 
is obviously written by a man of many 
languages. one who has an excellent 
grasp of English. He was a friend of such 
well-known people as Ambassador (and 
ex-Senator) Homer Ferguson, Sir Chris- 
topher Chancellor of Reuters Ltd., and 
the late Ramon Magsaysay, President of 
the Philippines. Yet his testimony, as he 
wrote it, is humble and inspiring. 

“By heredity,” he says, “I belong to 
the third generation of a Buddhist fam- 
ily. By education I was steeped in the 
philosophy of Confucius. By profession 
I was a newspaperman, inclined like 
most of my colleagues to be a free 
thinker. By the love and grace of God. 
my wife brought me to know Christ. But 
only after I had suffered tribulations did 
I begin to lose myself in the divine 
contemplation of a life reborn.” 

This readable book deserves 
readership, and I most sincerely 
enthusiastically recommend it.

HOW THE CHURCH CAN HELP 
WHERE DELINQUENCY BEGINS, by 
Guy L. Roberts (John Knox Press, 
Richmond, Va., 157 pages, $3.00) 


NueE author writes on a subject about 

which, he says, far too much has been 
written. But he is constrained to do so 
because of his strong feeling that the 
church has an important role to play in 
the constraint and cure of delinquency. 

The book sets forth the results of re- 
search and personal contact with de- 
linquents. Examples are given. Usually 
the delinquent child is religious, but he 
may be any child who has problems he 
cannot solve. 

A chapter is devoted to showing that 


the church is concerned but has been 
largely ineffective. Methods and means 
are set forth to help the church meet 
its obligation, beginning with pre-mar- 
riage counselling and extending to a pro- 
gram of youth centers, Christian camps. 
Sunday school enlistment, evangelistic 
effort and cooperation with other agen- 
cies. 

The problem child needs friendship, 
fellowship and love, the author says. 
These he should receive from the church 
whose Head set love as a mark of dis- 
cipleship. 

The book is informative, illustrative, 
and ifspirational. It presents what is 
recognized as one of our greatest prob- 
lems and challenges the church to do 
something about it—Kenneth O. Bouton

Dr. Young is Professor of Old Testa- 
ment at Westminster Theological Sem- 
inary, Philadelphia. The book consists of 
four lectures delivered in London in May, 
1958. The author finds the modern em- 
phasis on Old Testament theology to be 
something quite different from a revival 
o! orthodoxy or a return to Reformation 
principles. He is sharply, critical of Karl 
Barth regarding the Person of Christ. 

On the positive side, Dr. Young fol- 
lows Geerhardus Vos concerning five 
essential elements in Jesus’ consciousness 
of His own Messiahship. He finds the Old 
Testament and the New Testament in 
complete accord regarding the Person of 
Christ, and states that the covenant of 
grace is the theme of Old Testament 
theology. 

The treatment is well handled, and is 
couched in simple language, readily un- 
derstood. The book should commend 
itself to those who maintain a conserva- 
tive view of Scripture. — J. Arthur

Will It Really Mean Something ? 


Dear Friends: 

Yesterday a young friend who recently 
became a Christian came in to see me, 
and brought a handful of newspaper 
clippings. The news items were all on 
the subject of religion. He explained that 
since he has become a Christian he 
notices such items and thought I’d be 
interested in them. Then he added, “I’m 
looking forward to Christmas this year— 
it will really mean something!” 

This young fellow’s enthusiasm made 
me think. For I must admit I have not 
been looking forward to the Christmas 
season. All I can think of are the time- 
consuming activities, the responsibilities, 
the pressure and the expense—things 
that will take time away from work 
that I consider important. 

Now, Christmas ought not to be syn- 
onymous with confusion, so I have de- 
cided to clear the decks for some straight 
thinking on the subject. Would you like 
to join me? 

This confusion has nothing at all to 
do with the true meaning of Christmas. 
Rather it is caused by the commercial 
holiday that men have made of the 
season. Must that confusion have a part 
of us? Can we not, somehow, so establish 
and regulate our own activities that we 
are not actually a part of the material- 
istic Christmas? It is worth a try! 

Let’s take a realistic look at the pic- 
ture now. As a teenager your Christmas 
list probably isn’t as long as that of some 
of us old timers’. You’ll want to purchase 
gifts for Mom and Dad, other members 
of the family, and maybe for a few close 
friends. And by the way, don’t go way 
overboard for that certain somebody. 
You might feel very foolish later on if 
you do. Better buy a modest gift and 


let it go at that. 

The important thing is to have the 
spirit of giving, and it isn’t easy to feel 
that warmth when we know it will take 
a month or so to bale out of debt—or 
perhaps in your case sacrificing some- 
thing you really need, or using money 
that should be kept toward your school- 
ing later on. Our giving should make 
sense and should be enjoyed. With a 
little thought and planning on our part 
and by our refusing to be caught up 
in the commercial confusion, we can do 
it. 

But all that has to do with the tangible 
part of Christmas. The real importance 
of it lies in the spiritual area. The 
Christmas season is a “natural” for 
making contacts for Christ. Minds are 
conditioned for it. Hearts are warm and 
attitudes mellow. Here is a golden oppor- 
tunity for witnessing to our friends. 

If there are non-Christians around us 
we can very naturally approach them 
with something like: “Did you ever won- 
der why we celebrate the birthday of 
Christ?” It is amazing what can grow 
out of such a question. 

Or, if your friend is a Christian but 
not enjoying a close walk with Christ 
an observation such as, “Wouldn’t it be 
great to feel the Christmas spirit all 
the time instead of just in December?”

I am quite certain that the young 
friend mentioned at the opening of this 
column cannot help letting his spiritual 
experience spill over to those around 
him. For him Christmas will really mean 
something.

i usually think of the summer vaca- 
tion period of June, July and 
August as the time for Christian 
camps and conferences. But why 

not put the year-end holiday vacation 
to good use for the same wonderful 
purpose? You can capitalize on two 
factors that summer cannot Joast: (1) 
the exhilarating sports of wintertime, and 
(2) the warm spiritual atmosphere of the 
Christmas and New Year’s season. 

Let’s see how an increasing number of 
young people are profiting by these fac- 
tors. 


+ WINTER sports are hard to beat! 

You who live in the South will have 
to use your imagination while we talk 
about cold weather activities, or, better 
yet, find out about some camps being 
held in a frost-bitten state and make the 
journey to enjoy it in person. 

Skating is one of the most popular 
winter sports. It isn’t hard to learn, 
either. All you need is a pair of skates 
and a pillow. 

I saw one boy last winter who should 
have had a pillow for his head. He was 
skating around in a semi-dazed condi- 
tion when I talked to him. But I sent 
him off to bed fast and he soon re- 
covered. Don’t let that scare you, though, 
because more people die in bed. 

Skiing is rapidly becoming another 
popular snow sport, though it takes a 
lot of expensive equipment, and it’s not 
without its hazards. But take the time 
to learn your turns. Control is the aim oi 
all safe skiiers. You have to learn to 
brake your speed before it breaks you! 

If the camp has a heated swimmin; 
pool (like the ones at the Young Lif 
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camps in Colorado), there is nothing bet- 
ter than a moonlight dip. Of course, the 
hardest part of winter swimming in a 
warm pool is getting in and getting out! 

If the ice is extra thick and strong 
enough to hold a jeep, you can drive it 
out onto a good size lake, attach a long, 
strong rope to it, and about ten healthy 
and daring teenagers to the rope. Set the 
whole thing in motion and you soon have 
a frenzy you will remember all your life.

I suppose this is part of our heritage 
in America—to live, for a few days at 
least, in the atmosphere cf brotherly 
love and kindness toward one another.

But this 
group is much smaller than we would 
like to believe. 

Something has happened to the type 
of faith that is tried by fire and found 
refined as pure gold. A large group of 
Christian young people may be convicted 
but do very little con-

structive work for Christ during the 
year. Another group is seemingly hard- 


ened to emotional appeals. Those in this 
group claim to be saved but their lives 
reveal very little that would cause any- 
one to associate them with real Christi- 
anity. 

You probably won't find these groups 
indulging in any of the so-called worldly 
habits. You will find them constantly 
craving entertainment, hyper-critical of 
others, enjoying the latest hit tunes, and 
having little conscience about petting 
when their intentions are not serious. 
Add to these four expressions of worldli- 
ness a fifth hindrance—that of not look- 
ing like a Christian. 

I am not, by the way, either a faculty 
member or a preacher; I am a teenager, 
and I don’t want to be considered an 
old fogey at any age! But let’s discuss 
these five things from a negative angle 
before presenting a positive answer to 
this negative Christian conduct. 


+ Is there any excuse for a Christian 
to be bored? Boredom is a result of un- 
stimulating activity or, possibly, no ac- 
tivity at all. A life wholly given to Christ 
is an active life; Christ Himself had lit- 
tle time even for His body’s physical 
needs. A world is crying for manifesta- 
tions of genuine Christianity, and that 
requires laborers. 

Can Christian work be unstimulating? 
We ought to be ashamed if we find it so. 
There is the danger of “being weary of 


HABITS 


well-doing,” but for the child of God the 
freshness of His Word, the depths of Hi 
knowledge and wisdom and the fact that 
our Heavenly Father has given each of 
us a task ought to be enough to stimulate 
any Christian to a life of devotion and 
abundant living. 

But why is there such an unsatiable 
desire for entertainment? Because cha- 
otic conditions in the world in which we 
live breed tension; entertainment serves 
as a tension reducer. It is an escape 
from reality for a time, and certainly 
young people have innumerable adjust- 
ment problems which can be approached 
and met in this way. However, this does 
not alter the fact that, regardless of 
situation or age, Christ should be the all- 
sufficient One. 

For example, most young people can 
hardly wait until the church service is 
over on Sunday night to enjoy the food 
and fellowship that often follows. Why 
so? Maybe the preacher has not brought 
an inspiring message, or the young peo- 


ple have very empty stomachs. More 
likely boredom has set in, creating a 
craving for excitement and entertain- 


ment. I am not saying entertainment is 
bad, but when it becomes a necessity for 
happiness we need to face ourselves very 
objectively and make sure just who is 
Lord of our lives. 


+ Criticism is a second hindrance; it 
is a weapon that can be deadly in our 
relationships with other Christians as 
well as with the unsaved. How often we 
hear Christians say, “That really aroused 
my righteous indignation,” or, “I don't 
mean to be critical but—.” Most of us 
are prone to criticize rather than to help 
the one being criticized. 

Are you guilty of going back to your 
local church and comparing your pastor's 
eloquence with that of some other speak- 
er, and your local special music with the 
tremendous gospel teams and soloists of 
the nation? What we forget is this—God 
can work through those who are yielded 
to Him even if their talents are few. 

Cliques among fellows and girls often 
promote criticism. Cliques are found even 
in Christian colleges and are usually 
“gossip and gab” societies. Along with 
the gossip and criticism comes a seclu- 
siveness and superior attitude on the 
part of the clique which exemplifies little

Christian character. Let’s be careful 


that our criticism is really constructive 
nd done in Christian love. Our con- 
versation needs to be carefully and 


prayerfully chosen. 


+ AND just what’s wrong with the latest 
hit tune? you ask. It isn’t difficult to 
convince most young people that there 
is no excuse for boredom in Christian 
living or that we are not wise in our 
conversation and thoughts when speak- 
ing of others. But to convince young 
people that popular music has no place 
in the Christian’s life is as hard as 
passing a French final after skipping 
half the classes! 

As a music major I find most popular 
music far from aesthetically pleasing to 
the ear. That is just my opinion, of 
course, but you can’t get around these 
facts: (1) most rhythms of popular 
music appeal to bodily sensation which 
is sexual in nature, (2) the words of 
popular music express all that is con- 
trary to Christian values and standards. 
Sure, it’s easy to become a fan of popular 
music, but for you to derive real joy 
from music it must express spiritual 
values. It might not be easy to change 
trom Nat “King” Cole to Johann Sebas- 
tian Bach but if you can do it it will 
prove to be a valuable and rich experi- 
ence, 

If you’re not a hermit it is not easy 
to stay away from this kind of music. 
My roommate and I have had quite some 
difficulty over this. Finally we formed a 
written truce—I was to abstain from 
cluttering the room with suit cases, 
trumpet cases and typewriters, and she 
was to refrain from playing popular 
music in my presence. It has worked 
perfectly; maybe it would work for you, 
too! 


+ THIS may shock you: “petting” is 
almost inevitable in the relationships of 
voung people in our society. A clarifica- 
tion of the term might help our under- 
tanding of petting. Sociologists classify 
petting as even “the affectionate look or 
the holding of hands.” Most young peo- 
ple, however, think of petting as more 
than holding hands or even a good-night 
kiss. 

Some Christians condemn some amuse- 
ments, yet have little to say about the 
thousands of parked cars with Christian 
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young people in them. The time for pet- 
ting is not until you have met God’s 
chosen partner for you and both of you 
know it—and the place is certainly not in 
public. 

One problem is promiscuous petting— 
petting with whomever you happen to 
date. We are painfully aware of the 
heart-breaking results. God has made us 
for marriage, and petting is connected 
directly with the functions of marriage. 
Therefore it is wrong to pet with one 
with whom we are not contemplating 
marriage. Even then, great caution 
should be taken, the line drawn with 
care, a respect for each other carefully 
and prayerfully considered, and Christ’s 
guidance sought. The complete fulfill- 
ment of petting is only for those legally 
married. Sex can be wonderful—it is 
God-given—yet it needs to be exercised 
in accordance with Christian standards 
that demand holy living. 


+ Now stop and look at yourself in the | 
nearest mirror. Do you look like a Chris- | 


tian? “Well,” I can hear you say, “just 
what is a Christian supposed to look 
like?” 


Certainly we cannot stereotype Chris- | 


tian appearance. But there are some 
characteristics that should be evident in 
the Christian. Is there an expression of 
inner joy and peace and genuine love 
for others? How many Christians can 
you recognize because of their inner 
radiance? 

A second characteristic is a degree of 
modesty. Modesty seems to be a forgot- 
ten virtue, but a necessary one in dress 
as well as conversation. Dressing mod- 
estly means being adequately covered in 
an outfit that is not overly priced. We 
need Christians who are attractive out- 
wardly and inwardly, who can be dis- 
tinguished from the people of the world. 

The solution to all these problems 
might be summed up in Martin Luther’s 
dynamic words, “Man needs only Jesus 
Christ.” We cannot get away from the 
fact that the three great essentials to 
Christian living—the reading of God’s 
Word, prayer and witnessing—result in a 
life that is rich and abundant for Christ. 
As we yield ourselves more fully to God, 
we find the weights that so easily beset 
us disappear because of the tremendous 
power of God. END 
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them? See verse 4. Notice that God never 
seems to see anything smart or clever 
in being disobedient. And remember that 
Paul was writing in days when the gov- 
ernment of Rome (the city to which he 
was writing) was desperately corrupt and 
was embarking on its violent persecution 


| of the Christians. 





But notice on the other hand Peter’s 
bold words in Acts 5:29. What does this 
verse mean we must do if we are ordered 
to do something contrary to God’s will? 
This was a daring step for Peter to take 
He, must have been very sure of his 
ground to say what he did. The reason 
was that he had clear teaching from the 
Lord Jesus Himself about it. See what 
Christ said in Matthew 22:21. 

Let us apply all this to ourselves. In 
school we are under the authority of the 
principal and the staff. We must honor: 
and respect them and obey all rules of 
the school. We can set an example in this 
matter to non-Christian students. We 
ought not allow Christian activities to 
interfere with our studies, and our Chris- 
tian witness should not break school 
rules. If, for example, we are forbidden 
to form some kind of Christian club in 
the school, we should accept that ruling

Very rarely in these days will the state 
demand that we do something contrary 
to the Christian faith, though some con- 
troversial questions may arise. But apart 
from these, and within the limits of what 
we consider God’s will for us, we are 
bound by the very words of Scripture to 
obey all the laws of our country. See I 
Peter 2:13-15. Answer these questions: 
How many human ordinances must I 
obey? What effect will this have on those 
who would like to criticize me? 


3 Authority within the church 

The church of our Lord Jesus Christ 
is the third sphere in which God has 
very clearly delegated a part of His 
supreme authority. This is not an eas) 
matter to write about, because churches 
today differ about how exactly this Bible 
teaching is to be applied. But we shall 
be quite safe if we confine ourselves to
